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PREFACE, 



'T^His pamphlet is intended for the use of aliens, who 
desire to become citizens of the United States. Its 
purpose is to help them in obtaining a rudimentary know- 
ledge of the leading principles of our government, with the 
hope that after naturalization they may intelligently perform 
the duties of citizenship. 

The judges of the various courts to whom the functions 
of naturalization have been delegated, have expressed in 
emphatic terms the necessity- devolving upon applicants for 
<ntizenship of becoming thoroughly acquainted with the 
system of our government and the mode of election to and 
workings of our different Federal and State institutions. 

In the limited space at my disposal I have endeavored 
to convey, in such a manner as may be easily understood, 
information on every subject of importance with which it is 
essential that a citizen of our country should be conversant.

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IMPORTANT TO APPLICANTS FOR CITIZENSHIP. 

If the applicant intends to be naturalized in the State 
courts {the Supreme Court in the respective Judicial 
Districts and the County Courts in the respective counties), 
he should not delay filing his petition until within a few 
days of the required ninety days' citizenship necessary for 
voting. (See qualifications for voting, page 41.) The 
reason for this is that it is provided by Chap. 927, Sec. 3, 
Laws of 1895, (see page 14) that every application shall be 
filed in the court to which it. is presented at least r/ days 
before final action thereon can be taken; so that to entitle 
the petitioner to vote at the next ensuing election, the petition 
must be filed at least io§ days prior to election day. In the 
United States Courts a notice of fourteen days is not re- 
quired, and aliens may become citizens any day on applica- 
tion; they must, however, in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion of New York, be citizens ninety days before election day 
to be qualified to vote.

NATURALIZATION. 



Section 2165. An alien may be admitted to become a citizen Aliens, how 
of the United States in the following manner, and not otherwise : 

Firs/. — He shall declare on oath, before a Circuit or District Pl|'',^J^ *^ 
Court of the United States, Ot a District or Supreme Court of the 
Territories, ot a Court of Record of any of the States having com- 
mon-law jurisdiction, and a seal and clerk, two years, at least, 
prior to his admission, that it is bona lide his intention to become 
a citizen of the United States, and to renounce forever all allegi- 
ance and fidelity to any foreign prince, potentate, state, or sover- 
eignty and particularly by name, to the prince, potentate, state, 
or sovereignty of which the alien may be at the time a citizen or 
subject. 

Second — He shall at the dme of his application to bead- R,"5v^*"J'^'^ 
mitted, declare, on oath, before some one of the courts above tionofiiie'^ 
specified, that he will support the constitution of the United foiiedsuw* 
States, and that he absolutely and entirely renounces and abjures 
all allegiancg and fidelity to every foreign prince, potentate, state, 
or sovereignty ; and, particularly, byname, to the prince, poten- 
tate, state, or sovereignty of which he was before a citizen or sub- 
ject; which proceedings shall be recorded by the clerk of the 
court 

Third. — It shall be made to appear to the satisfaction of the ^^^S'" 
court admitting such alien that he has resided within the United states, or 
States five years at least, and within the State or Territory where ^Jj^f^o^ 
such court is at the time held, one year at least ; and that during chaiscter. 
that time he has behaved as a man of good moral character, 
attached to the principles of the Constitution of the United States, 
and well disposed to the good order and happiness of the same ; 
but the oath of the applicant shall in no case be allowed to prove 
his residence.

Fourth. — In case the alien applying to be admitted to citizen- 
ship has borne any hereditary title, or been of any of the orders 
of nobility in the kingdom or state from which he came, be shall, 
in addition to the above requisites, make an express renunciation 
of his title or order of nobility in the court to which his application 
is made, and his renunciation shall be recorded in the court.

Sixth. — {The first part of which relates to persons residing 
within the United States between 18th June, 1798, and 18th 
June, 1812.) 

♦ * * Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, that 
the declaration of intention to become a citizen of the United 
States, required by section two thousand one hundred and sixty- 
five of the Revised Statutes of the United States, may be made 
by an alien before the clerk of any of the courts named in said 
section two thousand one hundred and sixty-five ; and all such 
declarations heretofore made before any such clerk are hereby 
declared as legal and valid as if made before one of the courts 
named in said section. 

Section 2166. Any alien, of the age of twenty-one years and 
upward who has enlisted, or may enlist, in the armies of the 
United States, either the regular or the volunteer forces, and has 
been, or may be hereafter, honorably discharged, shall be ad- 
mitted to become a citizen of the United States, upon his petition, 
without any previous declaration of his intention to become such; 
and he shall not be required to prove more than one year's resi- 
dence within the United States previous to his application to be- 
come such citizen ; and the court admitting such alien shall in 
addition to such proof of residence and good moral character, as 
now provided by law, be satisfied by competent proof of such 
person's having been honorably discharged from the service of the 
United States. 

Section 2167. Any alien, being under the age of twenty-one 
years, who has resided in the United Slates three years next pre- 
ceding his arriving at thai age, and who has continued to reside 
therein to the time he may make application to be admitted a 
citizen thereof, may.after he arrives at the age of twenty-one years, 
and after he has resided live years within the United States, in- 
cluding the three years of his minority, be adinitted a citizen of 
the United Stales, without having made the declaration required 
in the first condition of section twenty-one hundred and sixty-five; 
but such alien shall make the declaration required therein at the 
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lime of his admission; and shall further declare, on oath, and 
prove to the satisfaction of the court, that, for two years next pre- 
ceding, it has been his bona fide intention to become a citizen of 
the United States; and he shall in all other respecta comply with 
the laws in regard to naturalization. 

Skction 21R8. When any alien, who has complied with the 
first condition specified in section twenty-one hundred and sixty- 
five, dies before he is actually naturalized, the widow and the 
children of such alien shall be considered as citizens of the United 
States, and shall be entitled to all rights and privileges as such, 
upon taking the oaths prescribed by law. 

Section 2169. Theprovisionsof this title shall apply to aliens 
(being free white persons, and to aliens) of African nativity, and 
to persons of Afi-ican descenL 

Section 21 TO. No alien shall be admitted to become a citizen 
who has not for the continued term of hv6 years next preceding 
his admission resided within the United States. 

Section 21T1. No alien who is a native citizen or subject, or 
a denizen of any country, state, or sovereignty with which the 
United States are at war, at the time of his application, shall be 
then admitted to become a citizen of the United States ; but per- 
sons resident within the United States, or the Territories thereof, 
on the eighteenth day of June, in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and twelve, who had before that day made a declaration, 
according to law, of their intention to become citizens of the 
United States, or who were on that day entitled to become citizens 
without making such declaration, may be admitted to become 
citizens thereof, notwithstanding they were alien enemies at the 
time and in the manner prescribed by the laws heretofore passed 
on that subject ; nor shall anything herein contained be taken or 
construed to interfere with or prevent the apprehension and re- 
moval, agreeably to law, of any alien enemy at any time previous 
to the actual naturalization of such alien. 

Section 2172. The children of persons who have been duly ' 
naturalized under any law of the United States, or who, previous ] 
to the passing of any law on that subject, by the government of ' 
the United States, may have become citizens of any one of the 
States, under the laws thereof, being under the age of twenty-one 
years at the time of the naturalization of their parents, shall, if 
dwelling in the United States, be considered as citizens thereof ; 
and the children of persons who now are, or have been, citizens 
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of the United States, shall, though bom out of the limits and 
jurisdiction of the United States, be considered as citizens there- 
of; but no person heretofore proscribed by any State, or who has 
been legally convicted of having joined the army of Great Britain 
during the Revolutionary War, shall be admitted to become a 
citizen without the consent of the Legislature of the State in 
which such person was proscribed. 

Section 21T3. The Police Court of the District of Columbia 
shall have no power to naturalize foreigners. 

Sbction 217 1. Every seaman, being a foreigner, who declares 
his intention of becoming a citizen of the United States jn any 
competent court, and shall have served three years on board of a 
merchant- vessel of the United States subsequent to the date of 
such declaration, may, on his application to any competent court, 
and the production of bis certificate of discharge and good con- 
duct during that time, together with the certificate of his declara- 
tion of intention to become a citizen, be admitted a citizen of 
the United States ; and every seaman, being a foreigner, shall, 
after his declaration of intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, and after he shall have served such three years, be 
deemed a citizen of the United States for the purpose of manning 
and serving on board any merchant- vessel of the United States, 
anything to the contrary in any act of Congress notwithstanding ; 
but such seaman shall, for a!t purposes of protection as an 
American citizen, be_ deemed such, after the filing of his declara- 
tion of intention to become such citizen.

AUeni hodora- Any alien of the age of twenty-one years and upward who'has 

Iroi^^'^'^ enlisted or may enlist in the United States Navy or Marine Corps, 
United states and has served or may hereafter serve five consecutive years in the 
Ha^eCorps. United States Navy or one enhstment in the United States Marine 
Corps, and has been or may hereafter be honorably discharged, 
shall be admitted to become a citizen of the United Stales upon 
his petition, without any previous declaration of his intention to 
become such ; and the court admitting such alien shall, in addi- 
tion to proof of good moral character, be satisfied by competent 
proof of such person's service in and honorable discharge from 
the United Slates Navy or Marine Corps. 
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Under the provisions of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States females may be naturalized as well as males. 



CITIZENSHIP. 

All persons born or naturalized in the United States, and sub- ^^^'" 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of the United States and 
of the State wherein they reside. — {f/. S. Coasl., 14th Amend.) 

AH persons bom in the United States and not subject to any 
foreign power, excluding Indians not taxed, are declared to be 
citizens of the United States.— (*ct. Sials. U. S., Sec. 1992.) 

All children heretofore born or hereafter born out of the limits '^iVi^!"''* 
and jurisdiction of the United States, whose fathers were or may dtiKmbo: 
be at the time of their birth citizens thereof, are declared to be 
citizens of the United States; but the rights of citizenship shall not 
descend to children whose fathers never resided in the United 
States.— (^w. Sia/s. U. S., Sec. 1993.) 

Any woman who is now or may hereafter be married to a citiiensiiii 
citizen of the United States, and who might herself be lawfully women. 
naturalized, shall be deemed a citizen. — {Jiev. Stals. U. S., Sec. 
1994. ) 

Whereas the right of expatriation is a natural and inherent Right ot 
right of all people, indispensable to the enjoyment of the rights of dectared! 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness; and whereas in the re- 
cognition of this principle, this Government has freely received 
emigrants from all nations, and invested them with the rights of 
citizenship; and whereas it is claimed that such American citizens, 
with their descendants, are subjects of foreign states, owing alle- 
giance to the governments thereof; and whereas it is necessary to 
the maintenance of public peace that this tlaim of foreign alle- 
giance should be promptly and finally disavowed: Therefore any 
declaration, instruction, opinion, order or decision of any officer 
of the United States which denies, restricts, impairs, or questions 
the right of expatriation, is declared inconsistent with the funda- 
mental principles of the Republic.— (Sep. Slals. U. 5"., Sec. 1999.) 

2. In law, the voluntary renunciation of one's nationality and Expatriati. 
alliance, by becoming a citizen of another country. 

The right of expatriation, or the right voluntarily to change 
one's allegiance, so as to be free from the obligation of nattiral 
allegiance, was formerly denied in England, and doubted by jurists 
in the United Stales, although always maintained politically in the 
latter country; it was finally established by Congress in 1868, and 
by Parliament in 1M"0. In other civiHzed countries it had pre- 
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ith some specific limitations.

TARING FALSE OATH IN NATURALIZATION. 

In all cases where any oath or affidavit is made or taken under 
or by virtue of any law relating to the naturalization of aliens, or 
in any proceedings under such laws, any person taking or 
making such oath or affidavit who knowingly swears falsely, shall 
be punished by imprisonment not more than five years, nor leas 
than one year, and by a fine of not more than one thousand 
dollars.— (*n7. Stais. U. S., Sec. 5395.) 

FALSE PERSONATION, ftc, IN PROCURING 
NATURALIZATION. 
Every person applying to be admitted a citizen, or appearing 
as a witness for any such person, who knowingly personates any 
other person than himself, or falsely appears in the name of a 
deceased person, or in an assumed or fictitious name, or falsely 
makes, forges, or counterfeits any oath, notice, affidavit, certifi- 
cate, order, record, signature, or other instrument, paper, or pro- 
ceeding required or authorized by any law relating to or providing 
for the naturalization of aliens; or who utters, sells, disposes of, 
or uses as true or genuine, or for any unlawful purpose, any false, 
forged, anle-dated, or counterfeit, oath, notice, certificate, order, 
record, signature, instrument, paper, or proceeding above speci- 
fied ; or sells or disposes of to any person other than the person for 
whom it was originally issued, any certificate of citizenship, or cer- 
tificate showing any person to be admitted a citizen, shall be 
punished by imprisonment at hard labor not less than one year, 
nor more than five years, or by a fine of not less than three hundred 
nor more than one thousand dollars, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment— (Aai. Stats. U. S., Sec. 5121.) 
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USING FALSE CBRTIFICATB OP CITIZENSHIP, ftc. 

Every person who uses, or attempts to use, or aids, or assists, 
or participates in the use of any certificate of citizenship, knowing 
the same to be forged, or counterfeit, or ante-dated, or knowing 
the same to have been procured by fraud or otherwise unlawfully 
obtained ; or who, without lawful escuse, knowingly is possessed 
of any false, forged, ante-dated, cr counterfeit certificate of citizen- 
ship, purporting to have been issued under the provisions of any 
law of the United States relating to naturalization, knowing such 
certificate to be false, forged, ante-dated or counterfeit, with intent 
tmlawfully to use the same ; or obtains, accepts, or receives any 
certificate of citizenship known to such person to have been pro- 
cured by fraud or by the use of any false name, or by means of 
any false statement made with intent to procure, or to aid in pro- 
curing, the issue of such certificate, or known to such person to be 
fraudulently altered or antedated ; and every person who has been 
or may be admitted to be a citizen who, on oath or by afBdavit, 
knowingly denies that he has been so admitted, with intent to 
evade or avoid any duty or liability imposed or required by law, 
shall be imprisoned at hard labor not less than one year nor more 
than five years, or be fined not less than three hundred dollars nor 
more than one thousand dollars, or both such punishments may 
be imposed. —(««>. Sials. V. S., Sec. 5425.) 



USING FALSE CERTIFICATE, Stc., AS EVIDENCE OF A 
RIGHT TO VOTE. 

Every person who in any manner uses for the purpose of 
registering as a voter, or as evidence ot a right to vote, or other- 
wise, unlawfully, any order, certificate of citizenship, or certificate, 
judgment, or exemplification, showing any person to be admitted 
to be a citizen, whether heretofore or hereafter issued or made. 
knowing that such order or certificate, judgment or exemplifica- 
tion has been unlawfully issued or made ; and every person who 
unlawfully uses, or attempts to use, any such order or certificate, 
issued to or in the name of any other person, or in a fictitious 
name, or the name of a deceased person, shall be punished by 
imprisonment at hard labor not less than one year nor more than 
five years, or by a fine of not less than three hundred nor more 
than one thousand dollars, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment.— (Act'. S(a/s. V. S., Sec. 5426.) 
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AIDINQ OR ABBTTINO VIOLATION OP PRBCEDINQ 
SECTIONS. 

Every person who knowingly and intentionally aids or abets 
any person in the commission of any felony denounced in the three 
preceding sections, oj attempts to do any act therein made felony, 
or counsels, advises, or procures, or attempts to procure, the com- 
mission thereof, shall be punished in the same manner and to the 
same extent as the principal party. — {Xev. Siais. V. S. , Sec. 5427. ) 

FALSELY CLAIMING CITIZENSHIP. 
Every person who knowingly uses any certificate of natura^- 
zation heretofore granted by any court or hereafter granted, which 
has been or may be procured through fraud or by false evidence, 
or has been or may be issued by the clerk, or any other officer of 
the court without any appearance and hearing of the applicant in 
court and without lawful authority; and everf person who falsely 
represents himself to be a citizen of the United States, without 
having been duly admitted to citizenship, for any fraudulent pur- 
pose whatever, shall be punishable by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars, or be imprisoned not more than two years, or 
both.— (.««i. 5to/s. U. S., Sec. 5428.) 

PROVISIONS APPLICABLE TO ALL COURTS OP 
NATURALIZATION. 

The provisions of the five preceding sections shall apply to all 
proceedings had or taken, or attempted to be had or taken, before 
any court in which any proceeding for naturalization may be com- 
menced or attempted to be commenced. — i^Reo. Stats. U. S., Sec.

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Chapter 927. 

AN ACT 



The People of the Slate of New York, represented in Senate and 

Assembly, do enact as follows : 

COURTS HAVING JURISDICTION. 
Section 1. The Supreme Court in the respective Judicial 
Districts and the County Courts in the respective counties of this 
State shall have jurisdiction of declarations of intention, and of 
applications of aliens to become citizens of the United States; no 
other court or courts now or hereafter established by this State 
shall entertain a primary or final declaration or application made 
by or on behalf of an alien to be admitted to become a citizen of 
the United States, or have or entertain jurisdiction of the naturali- 
zation of an alien; nor shall any clerk of any such court or courts 
receive any such declaration, application or papers. 

PRIMARY DECLARATIONS QW INTENTION. 
Section 2. Primary declarations of intention of aliens to 
become citizens of the United States may be recorded and filed in 
the Supreme Court in the respective judicial districts and the 
County Courts in the respective counties of this State at any time, 
and the requisite and prescribed oath administered by the clerk 
of the court at the time of such recording and filing; a complete 
record of each and every of the said declarations shall be entered 
in the proper docket of the court by the clerk thereof, which said 
record the alien shall subscribe, or cause to be subscribed, and he 
shall also add, or cause to be added, in writing, the street and 
number of the house in which he resides, and the name of the 
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city, town, village or other place where such residence ia situated; 
provided, that where the street and number, as required by the 
provisions or this section of this act, cannot be given, the place of 
residence shall be described with sufficient accuracy for identi- 
fication. 

PINAL APPLICATIONS OF ALIENS. 

Sbction 3. Final applications of aliens to be admitted to be- 
come citizens of the United States, made in any of the courts of 
this State in which, by the provisions of this act, such applications 
may be made, may be Sled in term time or during vacation; but 
pud action iheraon shall be had only on staled days, to be fixed by 
rule of the respective courts; every application shall be entered on 
the docket of the court on the day on which the application shall be 
made ; such application shall be in thejorm of a petition, subscribed 
and verified by the oath of the applicant, and shall be filed in the 
court to which it is presented AT LEAST FOURTEEN DAYS 
before final action thereon shall be had; the petition herein provided 
for shall state the place and country of the birth of the petitioner 
and the time and place of his arrival in the United States, the 
g^roundson which he claims the right to be naturalized, and shall set 
forth his name in full, his age and occupation, the name of the 
street and the number of the house in which he resides, and the 
name of the city, town, village or other place in which such resi- 
dence is situated, and the name of the person or the names of the 
persons whom the said applicant intends to summon as witnesses 
at the final hearing upon his said application, together with the 
Street and number of the residence or residences of such witnesses; 
simultaneously with the presentation and filing of Ike petition herein 
prescribed and provided for, there shall also be filed an affidavit of 
a person, who must be a citizen of the Uiiited States, and who may or 
may not be a person whomJhe petitioner intends to summon as a witness 
at the final hearing upon his application to be admitted to become a 
citizen of the United Stales, which said affidavit shall set forth the 
full name, residence and occupation of the affiant, and that the 
a£fiant is a citizen of the United States and is personally well 
acquainted with the petitioner and that the said petitioner will 
have resided for five years within the United States, and one year 
within the State of New York, immediately preceding the return 
day of the petition, and that during that time the said petitioner 
has behaved as a man of good moral character, attached to the 
principles of the constitution of the United States, and well dis- 
posed to the good order and happiness of the same, provided that 
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in applications made pursuant to sections two thousand one 
hundred and sixty-six and two thousand one hundred and sever^- 
Jour of the revised Statutes 0/ the United Stales, it shall be sufficient 
for the affiant to swear to the length of residence or service re- 
quired by said, sections respectively, and in applications made 
pursuant to section two thousand one hundred and sixty-seven of the 
revised Statutes of the United States, and any amendments thereof, 
the affiant shall also declare his belief, with the grounds therefor, 
that for the portion of the twoyears next preceding the return day 
of the said petition that has elapsed at the time of its presentation, 
it has been bona-fide the intention of the petitioner to become a 
citizen of the United States ; provided, that in applications where 
the street number, as required by the provisions of this section 
of this act, cannot be given, the place or places of residence shall 
be described with sufficient accuracy for identification ; and pro- 
vided further, that noneof the provisions and requirements of this 
act shall be deemed to dispense with, nor shall they or any of them 
dispense with, the evidence and proofs; or other Bequiremenls, 
provided for and required in cases of naturalization under, in ac- 
cordance with, and by virtue ofthe provisions of the revised sta- 
tutes of the United States and the laws of Congress. 

NOTICB OF APPLICATION. 

Sbction 4. Every person who may or shall hereafter make 
application in any ofthe courts of this Stale, in which by the pro- 
visions of this act such application may be made, to be admitted 
to become a citizen of the United States, shall give notice in 
writing of his application to the clerk of the city, town, village or 
other place where he resides, or, if there be no clerk, then to the 
officer or person performing similar duties in such place of his resi- 
dence, AT LEAST FOURTEEN DAYS before the final hearivg 
upon his application, as aforesaid, which said notice shall contain 
his full name, age, occupation, residence and the name of the ' 
court in which his said petition has been filed and is pending ; it 
shall be the duty of such clerk, or other officer or person, to make 
and preserve a complete record of all such notices in a form 
convenient for pubhc inspection, and to give each applicant who 
has given such notice a certificate that the provisions of this section 
of this act have been complied with, and this certificate shall he 
filed by the said petitioner in the court in which his said petition is 
filed and pending determination before final action thereon shall be 
taken by the court.

Shctioh 5. The clerk, or other officer or person performing 
similar duties, of the city, town, village or other place of the ap- 
plicant's residence, shall, within seven days from the receipt of the 
notice prescribed in the preceding section, post in at least two 
public places in such city, town, village or other place, the date 
of the receipt of the notice, the name of the applicant, hiS age, 
occupation, residence and court in which his petition is pending, 
on lists, with blank forms containing the following headings ;

RECORD OP PINAL APPLICATIONS. 
Section 6. A record of every final application lo be admitted 
to become a citizen of the United States shall be kept by the clerk 
of the court in which such application shall be made, and shall 
be open to the inspection of the public, at reasonable times and 
upon proper demand; such record shall contain the names of all 
applicants, arranged alphabetically according to their surnames, 
and also the residences of the said applicants; it shall further stale 
the nationality of each applicant and the form and nature of the 
application, whether based upon a preliminary declaration of in- 
tention or upon a petition founded upon and made in accordance 
with the provisions and requirements of section two thousand one 
hundred and sixty-seven of the revised statutes of the United 
States, and any amendments thereof, or otherwise; and it shall 
further state the name of the witness, or the names of the wit- 
nesses, summoned by the said applicant and appearing upon his 
final application to be admitted to become a citizen of the 
United Slates, with the residence or residences of such witness or 
witnesses ; a return shall he made annually by the several clerks, on 
or be/ore the first day of February of each year, to the Secretary 
of State, of the full name and residence of each and every person 
so naturalized and admitted to become a citizen of the United 
States during the year prior to the first day of the preceding 
January, together with the date of such naturalization and ad- 
n to citizenship; and the returns so made shall be filed and

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kept by the Secretary of State in a form convenient tor reference. 
Copies of such returns, certified by the Secretary of State under 
his official seal, shall be prima fecie evidence of the facts therein 
stated. 

FEES. 

Sbction 7. The fees of the clerk or other officers or persons 
of cities, towns, villages or other places for recording of the notice 
and the issuing of the certificate provided for under the provisions 
of the fourth and fifth sections of this act, shall be the sum of 
fifty cents for each application. 

PENALTY FOR VIOLATION OF PROVISIONS. 

Section 8. Any clerk or other person who records or files 
any declaration or application in any case of naturalization, or 
issues any certificate in any case of naturalization, in violation of 
provisions of this act or any of them, shall be punished by a fine 
of one hundred dollars. 



Section 9. No political committee or committee of any polit- 
ical party, and no person who has received or accepted a nom- 
ination for any pohlical office, shall make any payment or promise 
of payment of money to or on behalf of any person for fees for 
the primary or final declaration or application for naturalization, 
or for services as attorney or counsel, or as agent or otherwise in 
assisting or enabling any person or persons to make such declara- 
tion or application ; whoever violates any of the provisions of this 
section of this act shall be punished upon conviction thereof, by a 
fine of not less than five hundred dollars nor more than one 
thousand' dollars. 

SicTioN 10. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 11. This act shall take effect immediately. 
NATURALIZATION. 

In pursuance of Chapter 927, Laws of 1895, passed June 5th, 
1895, entitled " An act concerning naturalization and regulating 
the procedure in cases of naturalization in the Courts of this 
State," which provides that the Supreme Court in the respective 
Judicial Districts and the County Courts in the respective counties 
shall have jurisdiction of declarations of intention and of applica- 
tions of aliens to become citizens of the United States, and in 
accordance with the Revised Statutes of the United States, the fol- 
lowing are the requirements: 
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DECLARATION OF INTENTION. 
(Or First Paper.) 

The alien shall declareonoathbeforeaCircuit or District Court 
of the United Stales, or a District or Supreme Court of the Terri- 
tories, or a Court of Record of any of the States having common 
law jurisdiction, and a seal and clerk, two years, at least, prior to 
his admission, that it is bona fide his intention to become acitizen 
of the United States, and to renounce forever all allegiance and 
fidelity to any foreign prince, potentate, state or sovereignty, and,, 
particularly, by name, to the prince, potentate, stale or sovereignty 
of which the alien may be at the time a citizen or subject. 

The person making such a declaration, signs his full name and 
residence in a book of records, called the "Declaration Book," 
and after taking the oath prescribed by law, a certified copy of 
the declaration of intention under the seal of the court is given 
to the applicant, which must be produced (or a copy thereof) 
upon final application for citizenship. 

A witness is not necessary to such declaration of intention (or 
first paper), and it may be made at any time after the arrival of 
the alien.

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HOW TO BBCOMB A CITIZEN ON DBCUkRATION OP

(See Sectipn 216S, Revised Statutes of the United Slates, page 5 of this 

Under Section 2165, which applies only to aliens who arrived 
in this country afltr the age of etghleen years, the following are 
the requirements for nataralization: 

1. A declaration of intention. 

2. Two years must have elapsed between the declaration of 
intention and the application for citizenship. 

3. The applicant must have resided within the United Slates 
for a continued term of live years, and within the State of New 
York one year at least immediately preceding his application. 

4. Good moral character, attached to the principles of the 
Coftstitution of the United States, and well disposed to flie good 
order and happiness of the same. 

Iht first and second requirements are proven by the declara- 
tion of intention. 

The Ihird md/ourlh requirements must be proven to the satis- 
faction of the court by other testimony than that of the applicant 

RESIDENCE. 

There must be a continuous residence of five years on the part 
of the applicant in the United States, but temporary absence either 
on business or pleasure is permitted. 

The words "continued term of five years at least next preced- 
ing the present lime " (see form of final affidavit, page 27) mean a 
residence not interrupted by a permanent absence. If, however, 
the applicant accompanied by his family goes to another country 
with the intention of taking up his residence there, and to pursue 
his business, even for a limited time, this would prevent him 
from becoming a citizen, because then he renounces his intention 
of remaining here, although he may have made his declaration of 
intention to become a citizen. 

A further continued residence of five years from the date of his 
return will then be necessary. 

This rule applies, also, to single persons.

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As to the residence in the State, that must be for at least one 
year continuously, im mediately preceding the application ; and 
ajiy temporary residence in another State during this time will bar 
the applicant from admission. Of course, lemporary absence, such 
as spending the summer in the country, or a business trip to an- 
other State for a short time, would not deprive the applicant of 
his right.

It has been decided in the Supreme Court, Special Term, New 

K?rA CtJUK/j (in re NiGRi, 66 N. Y. , Supp. \%ii),ihata 

naturalized alien, who subsequently obtains an order of 

Court changing his name, is not entitled to have his natur- 

■ alisalion certificate amended to conform to the change. 

The following is the decision : 

McAD.\M, y. — The petitioner was naturalized in New York, 
Superior Court, October 23d, 1891, under the name of Patrick 
Nigri. Thereafter, and on July 17th, 1900, he obtained an order 
changing his name to Fabrizio Nigri, and he now moves to amend 
his Certificate of Naturalization to conform to the change. The 
order was made in an independent proceeding, and in no way 
necessitates, or even permits, an amendment of the certificate of 
naturalization. Amendments are sometimes allowed in natural- 
ization as in other special proceedings, but only to correct some 
error existing at the time of naturalization, and the sole purpose 
is to make the. record a truthful one. The petitioner may have 
recourse to one of two remedies : 

He may renaturalize under the new name upon surrendering 
the old certificate and filing with the original declaration a certi- 
fied copy of the order changing his name ; or he may annex a 
certified copy of said order to the naturalization certificate already 
issued, and the two documents read together will constitute one 
truthful history, and make a record that answers all legal require- 
ments. The only effect of the order of this court was to permit 
the petitioner to thereafter bear a new name. It took from him 
none of his legal rights, and did not impair those flowing from 
or growing out of the naturalization. To change the record in 
the manner sought would insert in a document issued in 189 1 a 
name which the petitioner did not (hen bear. The application in 
the present form must, therefore, be denied.

RESIDENCE IN THE UNITED STATES.

This section unequivocally makes five years residence in the 
United States on the part of the applicant a necessity.

CHILDREN OP PERSONS NATURALIZED.

Under this section the children of persons who have been duly 
naturalized, and were under the age of twenty-one years at the 
time of the naturalization of their parents, shall, if residing in the 
United Slates, be considered as citizens thereof ; and the children 
of persons who now are, or have been, citizens of the United 
States, shall, though bom out of the limits and jurisdiction of the 
United States, be considered as citizens thereof! 

Section 2173. The Police Court of the District of Columbia 
shall have no "fiower to naturalize foreigners. 

SEAMEN. 
(See Section 2174, Revised SUtuIes of the United States, page 8 of this book.) 
The following are the requirements under this section : 

1. A declaration of intention. 

2. The applicant most have served three years on board of a 
merchant vessel of the United States subsequent to the date of his 
declaration. 
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3. A certificate of discharge and good conduct during the 
three years' service, and that be is attached to the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States, and well disposed to the good 
order and happiness of the same. 

Thtjirsi requirement is proven by the declaration Of intention. 

The second and iAtrd requirements are proven by the certifi- 
cate of discharge and the testimony of a witness. 

It is not necessary in applications made under this section to 
testify as to residence in the United States, because a service of 
three years on board of a merchant vessel of the United States is, 
by the provisions of this section, equal to five years' residence in 
the United States. 

The additional requirements in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 927, Laws of 1895, &c., are the same as to form of 
application, affidavit, notice, Jtc, except with regard to residence 
in the United States, which has already been explained.

NAVY AND MARINE CORPS. 

(See page 8 of Ibis book.) 
Under this section the requirements are as follows : 

1. The applicant must have served five consecutive years in 
the United States Navy, or one enlistment in the United States 
Marine Corps. 

2. An honorable discharge from the United States Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

3. Good moral character, attached to the principles of the 
Constitution of the United States, and well disposed to the good 
order and happiness of the same. 

4. Proof as to the identity of the person mentioned in the 
discharge. 

Thtjirst and secotid requirements are proven by the certificate 
of discharge. 

The third niA/ourtk must be proven to the satisfaction of the 
court by the testimony of a witness. 

The proceeding under this section is the same as that in the 
case of a soldier, except that it is not necessary to testify as to the 
one year's residence in the United States. 
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The applicant having served five consecutive jrears in the 
United States Navy, or one enlistment in the United Slates Marine 
Corps, is deemed a resident of the United States for the reqaired 
term of five years. 

The additional requirements in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 927, Law3oflK95, Ac, are the same as to form of 
application, affidavit, notice, &c., except with regard to residence 
in the United States,

CHINESE. 
The naturalization of Chinamen is prohibited by Section 14, 
Chapter 126, Laws of 1882 ; (also see sec. 2169, Rev. StaL U. S.,

A native of Japan, of Mongolian race, is not entitled to natur- 
alization, not being included within the term " white persons" in 
R. S. U. S., sec. 2169. (In re Saito, 62 Fed. Rep., 126.)

THE RIQHT OP SUPPRAQB. 

Naturalization is a right conferred by the United Slates. 

The right to vote depends upon the laws of the State in which 
you live. 

In the States of Alabama, Arkansas, Colorado, Indiana, 
Kansas, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Nebraska, Oregon, 
South Dakota, Texas and Wisconsin, aliens who have declared 
their intention to become citizens have the same right to vote as 
naturalized or native-born citizens. In Colorado, Idaho, Utah 
and Wyoming women have equal sufi'rage with men at all elec- 
tions. In the other States only actual citizens (otherwise eligible) 
are entitled to vote. 
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Extract from the " Constitution of the State of New York," 
Adopted November 6, 1894, and in force JanuaTy 1, 1895. 

ARTICLE II. 
SicTioK 1. Eveiy male citizen of the age of twenty-one years, 
who shall have been a citizen for ninety days, and an inhabitant 
of this State one year next preceding an election, and for the 
last four months a resident of the connty, and for the 
last thirty days a resident of the election district in which he may 
offer bis vote, shall be entitled to vote at such election in the elec- 
tion district of which he shall at the time be a resident, and not 
elsewhere, for all officers that now are or hereafter may be elective 
by the people ; and upon all questions which may be submitted 
to the vote of the people, provided that in time of war no elector 
in the actual military service of the State, or of the United States, 
in the army or navy thereof, shall be deprived of his vote by reason 
of his absence from such election district ; and the Legislature 
shall have power to provide the manner in which and the time and 
place at which such absent electors may vote, and for the return 
and canvass of their votes in the election districts in which they 
respectively reside. 

PERSONS EXCLUDED FROM THE RIQHT OF SUPFRAQB. 
Section 2. No person who shall receive, accept, or offer to 
receive, or pay, offer or promise to pay, contribute, offer or 
promise to contribute to another, to be paid or used, any money 
or other valuable thing as a compensation or reward for the giv- 
ing or withholding a vote at an election, or who shall make any 
promise to influence the giving or withholding any such vote, or. 
who shall make or become directly or indirectly interested in any 
bet or wager depending upon the result of any election, shall vote 
at such election ; and upon challenge for such cause, the person 
so challenged before the officers authorized for that purpose, shall 
receive his vote, shall swear or affirm before such officers that he 
has not received or offered, does not expect to receive, has not 
paid, offered, or promised to pay, contributed, offered or prom- 
ised to contribute to another, to be paid or used, any money or 
other valuable thing as a compensation or reward for the giving 
or withholding a vote at such election, and has not made any 
promise to influence the giving or withholding of any such vote, 
aoT made or become directly or indirectly interested in any bet or 
wager depending upon the result of such election. The L^^ 
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Uture shzll enact {ivs excluding from the right of snSrage all 
persons convicted of bribery or of any infamous crime. 
WHO MAY RBOISTER AND VOTE. 

Laws shall be made for asceitaining, by proper proob, the 
citizens who shall be entitled to the right of suifrage hereby estab- 
lished, and for the r^;istration of voters. 

(New York Conttitntion, art. a, aec. 4.) 
THE ELECTION LAW {N. Y. L., 1890, C. 909). 

Sbction 34. General Provisions. Subdivision]. 

Qualification of elector. — A person is a qualified elector in any 
electioQ district for the purpose of having his name placed on the 
register, if he is or will be, on the day of the election, qualified to 
vote at the election for which such registration is made. A qual- 
ified elector is a male citizen who ia or will be on the day of elec- 
tion twenly-mte years of age, who has been an inhabitant of the 
state for oneyear next preceding the election, and for the last 
four months a resident of the county, and for the last thirty days 
a resident of the election district in which he may offer his vote. 
If a naturalized citizen, he must, in addition to the foregoit^ 
provisions, have been naturalized at least ninety days prior to 
ike day of election. 

Residence not gained or lost by certain empUryments. 

Subdivision 2. For the purpose of registering and voting no 
person shall be deemed to have gained or lost a residence, by 
reason of his presence or absence while employed in the service 
of the United States, nor while engaged in the navigation of the 
waters of this State, or of the United States, or of the high seas ; 
nor while a student of any seminary of learning ; nor while kept 
at any almshouse or other asylum, or institution wholly or partly 
supported at public expense, or by charity ; nor while confined 
in any public prison. Any persgn claiming to belong to any class 
of persons mentioned and referred to in this subdivision shall file 
with the board of inspectors at the time of registration a written 
Statement showing where he is actually domiciled, his business or 
occupation, his business address, and to which class he claims to 
belong. Such statement shall be attached to the register, and be 
open for public inspection, and the fact thereof shall be noted in 
the register opposite the name of the person so enrolled. 
Subdivision 3. Refers to illiterate and disabled electors. 
Change of Residence. 

Subdivision 4. If any elector, after being enrolled, shall change 
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his place of residence witkin the same eledum district, he may 
appear before the board of inspectors of such district on any day 
of registration, or on the day of election, and state under oath 
that he has so changed his residence, and the board of inspectors 
shall thereupon make the proper correction upon the register of 
such district. 

A dtiien who chuigea his residence from one county to another within 
the four month! prerioug to any election thereby loses his right to vote at 
thxt election. If he changes his residence from one election district to an- 
other (even though it may be in the same Assembly district] during the thirty 
days before any election, he cannot vote at (uch election. [See qualificattmi 
of elector, page 12.} 



Subdivision 6. Challenges to applicants for registration. 
******** 
Any person who applies personally to any board of inspectors for 
registration for any election may be challenged by any qualified 
elector present. ****** 



Subdivision 8. Production of Naturalization Papers. It 
shall be the duty of every naturalized citizen before being regist- 
ered to produce to the inspector, if any inspector shall require, 
his naturalization papers, or a certified copy thereof, for their in- 
spection, and to make oath before them that he is the person pur- 
porting to have been naturalized by the papers so produced, 
unless such citizen was naturalized previous to the year eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven. If, however, such naturalized citizen 
cannot, for any reason, produce his naturalization papers, or a 
certified copy thereof, the board of inspectors, or a majority of 
such board, may place the name of such naturalized citizen upon 
the register of electors upon his furnishing to such board evidence 
which shall satisfy such board of his right to be registered. 

If a person applying for registration has his naturalizatioD papersin his 
possession, he should produce them ; but if they cannot be found, secondary 
evideDce of their contents must be received. 

(People ex rd. Noel v. Smith, 10 Misc. 100.) 

Where a person asking to be registered claims to be a citizen by virtue of 
the naturalization of his parents, the best evidence of such naluralimtion 
would be the original certificate of naturalization, or a duplicate thereof, 
when it can be obtained. But a person may, in the matter of proving his 
citizenship, resort to secondary evidence when primary evidence cannot be 
had. 

(People tx rtl. O'Donnell v. McNaUy, 59 How. Pr. 500.) 
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The Sapreine Court of the United States hai held that where no record 

of naluraliiatlon can be produced, evidence that a person having (he requisite 
qualifications to become l cilizen did in fact and for a long time vote, and 
exercise rights belonging to citizens, is sufficient to warrant a jury in infer- 
ring that he has been duly naturalized as a citizen. 

(Boyd V. Thayer, U3 U. S. Rep., 136.) 

Subdivision 9. An)' person knowingly taking a. false oath 
before the board of inspectors shall upon conviction thereof be 
punished as for willful and corrupt perjuiy. 



While the polls of the election are open {frotn six o'clock in 
the forenoon until five o'clock in the afternoon), you may enter 
within the guard-rail at the polling place at wkich you have 
previously registered, and forthwith proceed to the inspectors to 
whom you give your name and residence. If entitled to vote, 
and your vote is not challenged ; or if challenged, and the chal- 
lenge be decided in your favor, one of the ballot clerks will deliver 
to you one official ballot, or set of official ballots, folded in the 
proper manner for voting. 

On receiving your ballot, or ballots, you retire alone to one of 
the voting booths for the purpose of preparing your ballot. 

Be/ore unfolding your ballot, you should carefully observe 
Ike manner in wkich it is folded, so that you may kave no 
trouble in refolding it in the proper way after having marked 
it for voting. 

Only a pancil having Hack lead may ba utad to mark your 
balM. 

If yon de^u» or tear a ballot, or one of a set of ballots, or 
wrongly mark the same, you may successively obtain others, one 
set at a time, not exceeding in all three sets, upon returning each 
set of ballots so defaced or wrongly marked to the ballot clerks. 

In marking your ballot, you must observe the following rules : 

If you desire to vote a straight ticket, that is, for each and 
every candidate of one party for whatever office nominated, you 
should make a cross x mark in the circle above the name of the 
party at the head of the ticket. (See page 46, 48.) 

If you desire to vote a split ticket, that is, for candidates of 
different parties, you should not make a cross x mark in the 
circle above the name of any party, but should make a cross x 
mark in the voting space before the name of each candidate for 
whom you desire to vote on whatever ticket he may be. 
(See page 49.)

If the ticket marked in the circle for a straight ticket does nc: 
'Conta.in the names of candidates for all offices for which you ma' 
-vote, you may vote for candidates for sucb offices so omitted b 
making a cross X mark before the names of candidates for suc^,^ 
offices on other tickets, or by writing the nataies, if they are nqof^ 
printed upon the ballot, in the blank column under the title o ia 
the office. . ^ >"" 

If yon desire to vote for any person whose name does not apf" ' 
pear upon the ballot, you can so vote by writing the name with :

You can vote blank for any office by omitting to make a erosTT 
X mark in any circle, and making a cross x mark in the votinf 
-space before the name of every candidate you desire to vote foft^ 
-except for the office for which you desire to cast a blank vote.

INTIMIDATION OF EMPLOYE.— 3. 
Being an employer, pays his employe the salary or wages 
due in "pay envelopes," upon which there is written or printed 
any political motto, device or argument containing threats, ex- 
press or implied, intended or calculated to influence the political 
opinions or actions of such employes, or within ninety days of a 
general election puts or otherwise exhibits in the establishment or 
place where his employes are engaged in labor, any hand-bill or 
placard containing any threat, notice or information that if any 
particuhir ticket or candidate is elected or defeated, work in his 
place or establishment will cease, in whole or in part, his estab- 
lishment be closed up, or the wages of his employes reduced, or 
other threats, express or implied, intended or calculated to influ- 
ence the political opinions or actions of his employes, is guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and if a corporation, in addition forfeits its 
charter. 

(Section II t, subd. 3, Penal Code.) 

PASSPORTS. 
Citi^ns of the United States visiting foreign countries are 
liable to serious inconvenience if unprovided with authentic proof 
of their national character. The best safeguard is a passport from 
the Department of State, Washington, D. C, certifying the bearer 
to be a citizen of the United States. 

TO BB ISSUED TO CITIZENS ONLY. 
No passport shall be granted or issued to or verified for any 
other person than citizens of the United States. 
(Rev. Slats. U. S., Sec. 4076.) 
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WHO AR£ CITIZENS? 

, All persons born in the United States and subject to the juris- 
diction thereof are citizens of the United States. 

So are all children born out of the limits and jurisdiction of 
the United States whose fathers were at the lime of their birth 
citizens thereof. 

An alien woman, with certain exceptions, who marries a 
citizen of the United Slates, acquires his citizenship. 

An alien, having complied with the requirements of law, may 
become a citizen by naturalization before a court having com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

Minor children, resident in the United States, become citi- 
zens by the naturalization of their father. 

The widow and minor children of an alien who dies after he 
has declared his intention of becoming a citizen of the United 
States and before he has secured naturalization are considered as 
citizens of the United States upon taking the oaths prescribed by 
law. 



All naturalized citizens of the United States, while in foreign 
countries, are entitled to and shall receive from this Government 
the same protection of persons and property which is accorded to 
DHtive-bora citizens. 

(Rev. Stats. U. S., Sec. 2000.) 



Whenever it is made known to the President that any citizen 
of the United States has been unjustly deprived of his liberty by 
or under the authority of any foreign government, it shall be the 
duty of the President forthwith to demand of that government the 
reasons of such imprisonment ; and if it appears lo be wrongful 
and in violation of the rights of American citizenship, the Presi- 
dent shall forthwith demand the release of such citizen, and if the 
release so demanded is unreasonably delayed or refused, the Presi- 
dent shall use such means, not amounting to acts of war, as he 
may think necessary and proper to obtain or effectuate the release ; 
and all the facts and proceedings relative thereto shall as soon as 
practicable be communicated by the President to Congress.

Thb UNANiMOtrs Declaration of the Thirteen 
United States of America. 



When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary 
for one people to dissolve the political bands which have con- 
nected them with another, and to assume, among the powers of 
the earth, the separate and equal station to which the laws of 
nature and of nature's God entitle them, a decent respect to the 
opinions of mankind requires that they should declare the causes 
vhich impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident — that all men are 
created equal ; that they are endowed by their Creator with cer- 
' tain unalienable rights ; that among these are life, , liberty, and 
thepuTsuit of happiness. That, to secure these rights, govem- 
ments are instituted among men, deriving their just powers from 
the consent of the governed ; that, whenever any form of govern- 
ment becomes destructive of these ends, it is the right of the 
people to alter or to abolish it, and to institute a new government, 
laying its foundation on such principles, and organizing its 
powers in such form, as to them shall seem most likely to effect 
their safety and happiness. Prudence, indeed, will dictate that 
governments long established should not be changed for light and 
transient causes ; and, accordingly, all experience hath shown 
that mankind are more disposed to suffer, while evils are suffer- 
able, than to right themselves by abolishing the forms to which 
they are accustomed. But when a long train of abuses and 
usurpations, pursuing invariably the same object, evinces a design 
to reduce them under absolute despotism, it is their right, it is 
their duty, to throw off such government, and to provide new 
> guards for their future security. Such has been the patient suffer- 
\ ance of these colonies, and such is now the necessity which con- 
\ strains ihem to alter their former systems of government. The 
history of the present king of Great fiiitain is a history of repeated 
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injnries and usurpations, all having in direct object the establish- 
ment of an absolute tyranny over these States. To prove this, 
let facts be submitted to a candid world. 

He has refused his assent to laws the most wholesome and 
necessary for the public good. 

He has forbidden his governors to pass lavs of immediate 
and pressing importance, unless suspended in their operation till 
his assent should be obtained ; and, when so suspended, he has 
utterly neglected to attend to them. 

He has refused to pass other laws for the accommodation of 
large districts of people, unless those people would relinquish the 
right of representation in the legislature— a right inestimable to 
them, and formidable to t}Tants only. 

He has called together legislative bodies at places unusual, 
uncomfortable, and distant from the depository of their public 
records, for the sole purpose of fatiguing them into compliance 
with bis measures. 

He has dissolved representative houses repeatedly, for oppos- 
ing, with manly firmness, his invasions on the rights of the people. 

He has refused, for a long time after such dissolutions, to 
cause others to be elected ; whereby the legislative powers, incap- 
able of annihilation, have returned to the people al large for their 
exercise ; the State remaining, in the mean time, exposed to all ■ 
the danger of invasion from without, and convulsions within. 

He has endeavored to prevent the population of these States ; 
for that purpose, obstructing the laws for naturalization of foreign- 
ers : refusing to pass others to encourage their migration hither, 
and raising the conditions of new appropriations of lands. 

He has obstructed the administration of justice, by refusing 
his assent to laws for establishing judiciary powers. 

He has made judges dependent on his will alone, for the 
tenure of their offices, and the amount and payment of their 
salaries. 

He has erected a multitude of new offices, and sent hither 
swarms of officers to harass our people, and eat out their sub- 
stance. 

He has kept among us, in times of peace, standing armies, 
without the consent of our legislature. 

He has affected to render the militaiy independent of, and 
superior to, the civil power. 

He has combined, with others, to subject us to a jurisdiction 
foreign to our constitution, and unacknowledged by our laws ; 
giving his assent to their acts of pretended legislation : 
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For quartering Urge bodies of armed troops among us : . 

For protecting them, by a mock trial, from punishment, for 
any murders which they should commit on the inhabitants of 
these States : 

For catting off our trade with all parts of the world ; 

For imposing taxes on us without our consent : 

For depriving us, in many cases, of the benefits of trial by jury; 

For transporting us beyond seas to be tried for pretended of- 
fenses : 

For abolishing the free system of English laws in a neighboring 
province, establishing therein an arbitrary government, and en- 
kirgitig its boundaries, so as to render it at once an example and 
fit instiument for introducing the same absolute rule into these 
colonies : 

For taking away our charters, abolishing our most \-aluabIe 
laws, and altering, fundamentally, the powers of our govern- 
ments : 

For suspending our own legislatures, and declaring themselves 
invested with power to legislate for us in all cases whatsoever. 

He has abdicated government here, by declaring us out of 
bis protection and waging war against us. 

He has plundered our seas, ravaged our coasts, burnt our 
towns, and destroyed the lives of our people. 

He is, at this time, transporting large armies of foreign mer- 
cenaries to complete the works of death, desolation, and tyranny, 
already begun, with circumstances of cruelty and perfidy scarcely 
paralleled in the most barbarous ages, and totally unworthy the 
head of a civilized nation. 

He has constrained our fellow-citizens, taken captive on the 
high seas, to bear arms against their country, to become the exec- 
utioners of their friends and brethren, or to fall themselves by their 
hands. 

He has excited domestic insurrections amongst as, and has 
endeavored to bring on the inhabitants of our frontiers, the merci- 
less Indian savages, whose known rule of warfare is an undis- 
tinguished destruction, of all ages, seses, and conditions. 

In every stage of these oppressions, we have petitioned for • 
redress, in the most humble terms ; our repeated petitions have 
been answered only by repeated injury. A prince, whose char- 
acter is thtis marked by every act which may define a tyrant, is 
unfit to be the ruler of a free people. 

Nor have we been wanting in attention to our Bri^sh brethren. 
We have warned them, from time to time, of attempts made by 
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^ their legislature to extend an unwarrantable jurisdiction over us. 
We have reminded them of the circumstances of onr emigration 
and settlement here. We have appealed to their native justice 
and magnanimitj', and we have conjnred them, by the ties of onr 
common kindred, to disavow these usurpations, which would in- 
evitably interrupt our connections and correspondence. They, 
too, have been deaf to the voice of justice and consanguinity. 
We must, therefore, acquiesce in the necessity, which denounces 
onr separation, and hold them, as we hold the rest of mankind, 
enemies in war, in peace, friends. 

We, therefore, the representatives of the United States or 
Ahekica, in general Congress assembled, appealing to the Sup- 
reme Jttdge of the World for the rectitude of our intentions, do, 
in the name, and by the authority of the good people of these 
colonies, solemnly publish and declare, that these United Colonies 
are, and of right ought to be, Jree and independent States ; 
that they are absolved from all allegiance to the British crown, 
and that all political connection between them and the state of 
Great Britain is, and ought to be, totally dissolved ; and that, as 
free and independent States, they have full power to levy war, 
conclude peace, contract alliances, establish commerce, and to 
do all other acts and things which independent States may of 
right do. And, for the support of this declaration, with a firm 
reliance on the protection of Divine Providence, we mutually 
pledge to each other, onr lives, our fortunes, and oni sacred 
honor.

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CONSTITUTION 

United States of America.*' 



Wk, the people of the United Slates, in order to form a more 
perfect Union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, pro- 
vide for the common defence, promote the general welfare, and 
secure the blessings of liberty to ourselves and our posterity, do 
ordain and establish this Constitution for the United States of 
America. 

ARTICLE I. 

Section I. All legislative powers herein granted shall be 
vested in a Congfess of the United States, which shall consist of 
a Senate and House of Representatives. 

Sbctiok II. 1, The House of Representatives shall becom- 
posed of members chosen every second year by the people of 
the several States, and the electors in each State shall have 
the qualifications requisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the State Legislature. 

2. No person shall be a Representative who shall not have 
■ attained to the age of twenty- five years, and been seven years a 
citizen of the United States, and who shall not, when elected, 
be an inhabitant of that State in which he shall be chosen.

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3. •) [Representatives and direct taxes shall be apportioned 
among the several States which may be included within this Union 
according to their respective numbers, which shall be determined 
by adding to the whole number of free persons, including those 
bound to service for a term of years, and excluding Indians not 
taxed, three-fifths of all other persons.] f) The actual enumera- 
tion shall be made within three years after the first meeting of the 
Congress of the United Stales, and within every subsequent term 
of ten years, in such manner as they shall by law direct. The 
number of Representatives shall not exceed one for every thirty 
thousand, but each State shall have at least one Representative ; 
and until such enumeration shall be made, the State of New 
Hampshireshallbeentitled to choose 3 ; Massachusetts, 8 ; Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations, 1 ; Connecticut, 5 ; New 
York, 6 ; New Jersey, 4 ; Pennsylvania, 8 ; Delaware, 1 ; Mary- 
land, 6; Virginia, 10; North Carolina, 5; South Carolina, 5; 
and Georgia, 3. 

4. When vacancies happen in the representation from any State, 
the Executive Authority thereof shall issue writs of election to 
fill such vacancies. 

5. The House of Representatives shall choose their Speaker 
and other officers, and shall have the sole power of impeachment 

Section III. 1. The Senate of the United States shall be 
composed of two Senators from each State, chosen by the Legis- 
lature thereof, for six years ; and each Senator shall have one vote, 
, 2. Immediately after they shall be assembled in consequence 
of the first election, they shall be divided as equally as may be 
into three classes. The seats of the Senators of the first class shall 
be vacated at the expiration of the second year, of the second 
class at the expiration of the fourth year, andof the third class at 
the expiration of the sixth year, so that one-third may be chosen 
tvery second year ; and if vacancies happen by resignation, or 
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otherwise, daring the recess of the Legislature of any State, the 
Executive thereof may make temporary apfiointm en t until the next 
meeting of the Legislature, which shall then fill such vacancies. 

8. No person shall be a. Senator who shall not have attained 
lo the age of thirty years, and been nine years a citizen 'of the 
United States, and who shall not, when elected, be an inhabitant 
of that Sute for which he shall be chosen. 

4 The Vice-President of the United States shall be President 
of the Senate, but shall have no vote unless tliey be equally 
divided. 

&. The Senate shall choose their other oEScers, and also a 
President^!? tempore, in the absence of the Vice-President, or 
when he ^all exercise the office of President of the United States. 

6. The Senate shall have the sole power to try all impeach- 
ments. When sitting for that purpose, they shall be on oath or 
affirmation. When the President of the United States is tried, 
the Chief Justice shall preside ; and no person shall be convicted 
without the concurrence of two-thirds of the members present. 

1, Judgment in cases of impeachment shall not extend further 
than to removal from office, and disqualification to hold and en- . 
joy any office of honor, trust, or profit under the United States ; 
but the party convicted shall nevertheless be liable and subject to 
indictment, trial, judgment, and punishment, according to law. 

SicrioH IV. 1. The times, places, and manner of holding 
elections for Senators and Representatives shall be prescribed in 
each State by the Legislature thereof; but the Congress may at 
any time by law make or alter such regulations,*) except as to the 
places of choosing Senators. 

2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every year, 
and snch meeting shall be on the first Monday in December, 
unless they shall by law appoint a different day. 
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Section V, 1, Each House shall be the judge of the elec- 
tions, returns, and qualifications of its own members, and a major- 
ity of each shall constitute a quorum todo business; but a smaller 
number may adjourn from day to day, and may be authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members in such manner and 
under such penalties as each House may provide. 

2. Each House may determine the rules of its proceedings, 
punish its members for disorderly behavior, and, with the con- 
currence of two -thirds, expel a member. 

S. Each House shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and 
from time to time publish the same, excepting such parts as may 
in their judgment require secrecy ; and the yeas and nays of the 
members of either House on any question shall, at the desire of 
one-fifth of those present, be entered on the journal. 

4. Neither House, during the session of Congress, shall, with- 
out the consent of the other, adjourn for more than three days, 
nor to any other place than that in which the two Houses shall 
be sitting. 

Sbction VL 1.*) fhe Senators and Representatives shall 
receive a compensation for their services, to be ascertained by 
law, and paid out of the Treasury of the United States. They 
shall in all cases, except treason, felony, and breach of the peace, 
be privileged from arrest during their attendance at the session 
of their respective Houses, and in going to and returning from the 
same ; and for any speech or debate in either House they shall 
not be questioned in any other place. 

2. No Senator or Representative shall, during the time for 
which he was elected, be appointed to any civil ofGce under the 
authority of the United States which shall have been created, or 
the emoluments whereof shall have been increased, during such 
time ; and no person holding any ofBce under the United States 
shall be a member of either House during his continuance in 
office. 

Skction VH. 1. All bills for raising revenue shall originate 
in the House of Representatives, but the Senate may propose or 
concur with amendments, as on other bills. 

2. Every bill which shall have passed the House of Repres- 
entatives and the Senate shall, before it become a law, be presented 
to the President of the United States ; if he approve, he shall sign 
it; but if not, be shall return it, with his objections, to that House 
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in which it shall have originated, who shall enter the objections 
at large on their journal, and proceed to reconsider it. If after 
such reconsideration two-thirds of that House shall agree to pass 
the bill, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to the other 
House, by which it shall likewise he 'reconsidered ; and if ap- 
proved by two-thirds of that House, it shall become a law. But 
in all such cases the votes of both Houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays, and the names of the persons voting for and 
against the bill shall be entered on the journal of each House 
respectively. If any bill shall not be returned by the President 
within ten days (Sundays excepted) after it shall have been pres- 
ented to him, the same shall be a law in like manner as if he had 
signed it, unless the Congress by their adjournment prevent its 
return ; in which case it shall not be a law. 

3. Every order, resolution, ot vote to which the concurrence 
of the Senate and House of Representatives may be necessary (ex- 
cept on a question of adjournment) shall be presented to the Pre- 
sident of the United States ; and before the same shall take effect 
shall be approved by him; or being disapproved by him, shall be 
repassed by two-thirds of the Senate and the House of Represent- 
atives, according to the rules and limitations prescribed in the 
case of a bill. 

Section VIII. 1. The Congress shall have power : 
To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts, and excises, to pay 
the debts and provide for the common defence and general wel- 
fare of the United States; but all duties, imposts, and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the United States. 

2. To borrow money on the credit of the United States. 

3. To regulate commerce with foreign nations, and among 
the several States, and with the Indian tribes. 

i. To establish an uniform rule of naturalization and uniform 
laws on the subject of bankruptcies throughout the United States. 

5. To coin money, regulate the value thereof, and of foreign 
coin, and fix the standard of weights and measures. 

6. To provide for the punishment of counterfeiting the se- 
curities and current coin of the United States. 

7. To establish post-offices and post-roads. 

8. To promote the progress of science and useful arts by se- 
curing for limited times to authors and inventors the exclusive 
rights to their respective writings and discoveries. 

9. To constitute tribunals inferior to the Supreme Court. 

10. To define and punish piracies and felonies committed on 
the high seas, and offences against the law of nations. 
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11. To declare war, grant letters of marque and reprisal,*) 
and make rules concerning captures on land and water. 

12. To raise and support armies, but no appropriation of 
money to that use shall be for a longer term than two years. 

13. To provide and maintain a navy. 

14. To make rules (or the government and regulation of the 
land and naval forces. 

16. To provide for calling forth the militia to execute the laws 
of the Union, suppress insurrections, and repel invasions. 

16. To provide for organizing, arming, and disciplining the 
militia, and for governing such part of them as may be employed 
in the service of the United States, reserving to the States respect- 
ively the appointment of the officers, and the authority of training 
the militia according to the discipline prescribed by Congress. 

n. To exercise exclusive legislation in all cases whatsoever 
over such district (not exceeding ten miles square) as may, by ces- 
sion of particular States and the acceptance of Congress, become 
the seat of Government of the United Slates, and to exercise like 
authority over all places purchased by the consent of the Legis- 
lature of the State in which the same shall be, for the erection of 
forts, magazines, arsenals, dock-yards, and other needful build- 
ings. And 

18. To make all laws which shall be necessary and proper 
for carrying into execution the foregoing powers, and all other 
powers vested by this Constitution in the Government of the 
United States, or in any department, or officer thereof. 

Section IX. 1, The migration or importation of such per- 
sons as any of the States now existing shall think proper (o admit 
shall not be prohibited by the Congress prior to the year one 
thousand eight hundred and eight, but a tax or duty may be im- 
posed on such importation, not exceeding ten dollars for each 
person, f) 

2. The privilege of the writ of habeas corpus J) shall not be 
suspended, unless when in cases of rebellion or invlision the public 
safety may require it.

No bill of attainder *) or ex-post fada f) law shall be 
passed. 

4. No capitation or other direct tax shall be laid, unless in 
proportion to the census or enumeration hereinbefore directed to 
be taken. 

5. No tax or duty shall be laid on articles exported from any 
State. 

6. No preference shall be ^iven by any regulation of com- 
merce or revenue to the ports of one State over those of another, 
nor shall vessels bound to or from one State be obliged to enter, 
clear, or pay duties in another. 

7. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury but in con- 
sequence of appropriations made by law ; and a regular statement 
and account of the receipts and expenditures of all public money 
shall be published from time to time. 

8. No title of nobility shall be granted by the United States. 
And no pemon holding any office of profit or trust under them 
shall, without the consent of the Congress, accept of any present, 
emolument, office, or title of any kind whatever from any king, 
prince, or foreign state. 

SiCTiOH X, 1. No State shall enter into any treaty, alliance, 
or confederation, grant letters of marque and reprisal, coin money, 
emit bills of credit, make anything but gold and silver coin a 
tender in payment of debts, pass any bill of attainder, ex-post 
facto law, or law impairing the obligation /of contracts, or grant 
any tide of nobility. 

2. No Slate shall, without the consent of the Congress, lay 
any impost or duties on imports or exports, except what may be 
absolutely necessary for execudng its inspection laws ; and the 
net produce of all duties and imposts, laid by any State on im- 
ports or exports, shall be for the use of the Treasury of the United 
States ; and ali such laws shall be subject to the revision and con- 
trol of the Congress.

ARTICLE VI. 

1. All debts contracted and engagements entered into before 
the adoption of ihis Constitution shall be as valid against the 
United States under this Constitution as under the Confederation.

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ARTICLES 

IN ADDITION TO, AND AMENDMENT OF, 

Tie Constitution of tie United States of America, 
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ARTICLE I.*) 
Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of 
religion, or prohibiting the free exercise thereof ; or abridging the 
freedom of speech or of the press ; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the Government for a 
redress of grievances. 

ARTICLE IL 
A well-regulated militia being necessary to the security of a 
free State, the right of the people to keep and bear arms shall 
not be infringed. 

ARTICLE III. 
No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house 
without the consent of the owner, nor in lime of war but in a 
manner to be prescribed by law. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The right of the people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against unreasonable searches and seizures, 
shall not be violated, and no warrants shall issue but upon 
probable cause, supported by oath or affirmation, and particularly 
describing the place to be searched, and the persons or things to 
be seized. 

ARTICLE V. 

No person shall be held to answer for a capital or other infam- 
ous crime unless on a presentment or indictment of a grand jury, 
except in cases arising in the land or naval forces, or in the militia, 
when in actual service, in time of war or public danger; nor shall

LEGISLATURE. 

The laws of the State of New York are made by the Legislature, 
composed of a Senate and Assembly, which begins its sessibns 
every year on the first Wednesday of January at Albany, the 
capital of the State. 

The Senate consists oi fifty members who are elected for two 
years. 

The Assembly consists of one hundred'and fifty members who 
are elected for one year. 

Each member of the legislature receives an atmual salary of 
11,500. 

EXECUTIVE. • 

The Governor is the chief esecutive officer of the State, and is 
elected by the people for two years. 

His salary is $10,000 a year, with the use of a furnished exec- 
utive residence. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is the next highest officer, and is 
elected by the people at the same time and for the same term as 
the Governor, His salary is $5,000 a year. 
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No person is eligible to the office of Governor or Lieutenant- who ia 

Governor, except a citizen of the United States, of the age of not and 

less than thirty years, and who shall have been five years, next Govern 
preceding his election, a resident of the State. 

POWERS AND DUTIES OP THE GOVERNOR. 
The Governor is the Commander-in-Chief of the military and who is 
nav^il forces of the Slate. He has power to convene the Legis- 
lature, or the Senate only, on extraordinary occasions. At extra- 
ordinary sessions no subject can be acled upon except such as he 
may recommend for consideration. He is required to'communi- 
cate by message to the Legislature at every session the condition 
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of the State, and recommend such matters to them as he shall 
judge expedient He is also required to transact all necessary 
business with the officers of government, civil and military, and 
expedite all such measures as may be resolved upon by the Legis- 
latare, and take care that the laws are faithfully executed. The 
Governor has power to grant reprieves, commutations and par- 
dons after conviction, for all offenses except treason, and cases 
of impeachment He must annually communicate to the Legis- 
lature each case of reprieve, commutation or pardon granted.

GOVERNORSHIP SUCCESSION. 

If during a vacancy of the office of Governor, the Lieutenant- 
Governor shall be impeached, displaced, resign, die or become 
incapable of performing the duties of his office, or be absent from 
the State, the president of the Senate shall act as Governor until 
the vacancy be filled or the disability shall cease ; and if the pre- 
sident of the Senate, for any of the above causes, shall become 
incapable of performing the duties pertaining to the office of Gov- 
ernor, the Speaker of the Assembly shall act as Governor until 
the vacancy be filled, or the disabihty shall cease. 

APPROVAL AND VETO POWER OF THE GOVERNOR. 
Every bill which is passed by the Assembly and Senate must 
be presented to the Governor before it can become a law. If he 
approves the bill, he must sign it, but if not, he returns it to the 
House in which it originated, with his objections thereto. , The 
bill may become a law notwithstanding the objections of the 
Governor, if both houses, after reconsidering it, pass it over his 
veto by a vote of two-thirds of the members elected for each 
House. If any bill is not returned by the Governor within ten 
days (Sundays excepted) after it has been presented to him, the 
same becomes a law in Uke manner as if he bad signed it, unless 
the Legislature, by adjourning, prevents its return, in which case 
the bill must have the Governor's approval before it becomes a 
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law. No bill, after the Hnal adjournment of the Legislature, can 
become a law if it is not approved by the Governor within thirty 
days after such adjournment.

The Governor (by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate) appoints the administrative heads of the departments ; 
among which are the Superintendent ot Insurance, Superinten- 
dent of Banking, three Railroad Commissioners, a Commissioner 
of Excise, Superintendent of Public Works, a Commissioner of 
Agriculture, five Commissioners of Fisheries, Game and Forest, 
three State Commissioners of Health, three Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, a Superintendent of State Prisons, three Sfate Tax Com- 
missioners, a Commissioner of Statistics of Labor, a Factory 
Inspector, and an Assistant Factory Inspector, a State Board of 
Mediation and Arbitration, a Health Officer of the Port of Kew 
York, three Commissioners of Quarantine. A Superintendent of 
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Public Instruction is elected by joint ballot of the Senate and 
Assembly. 

JUDICIARY. 
COURT OF APPEALS. 

The highest court in the State is the Court of Appeals ; it con- 
Gists of a Chief-Judge and six Associate Judges, who are elected 
by the people for fourteen years. Five members of the court form 
a q uorum, and the concurrence of four is necessary to a decision. 
This court sits at Albany. 

Under authority of an amendment to Art VI. of, the State 
Constiludon the Governor appointed three justices of the Supreme 
Court to act as Associate Judges of this Court. 

The court's jurisdiction generally is in review of questions of 
law. The exception is in case of judgment of death. Upon 
stipulation as to affirmance by ihis court, certain other judgments 
or orders are appealable. The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court also has the right to allow an appeal upon questions of law 
to be taken for the purpose of review. 



The highest court of original jurisdiction in the State is the 
Supreme Court, composed of seventy-six Justices, who are elected 
by the people for a term of fourteen years. 

The Supreme Court has general jurisdiction in law and equity, 
which includes all actions, civil and criminal. 

The State is divided into eight judicial districts. There are 
twenty-two justices in the first district ; twelve in the second ; six 
each in the third and fourth ; seven in the fifth ; six in the sixth ; 
seven in the seventh, and ten in the eighth. 

In the first judicial district there is an Appellate Term, where 
appeals from the City Court and Municipal Court of the City of 
New York are heard ; also twelve Trial Terms, one for criminal 
and eleven for civil actions ; and eight Special Terms : two for the 
hearing of motions and transaction of ex-parle business, and six 
for trial of equity causes.

APPELLATE DIVISION OF T 

The State is divided into four judicial departments. The Ap- 
piellate Division of the Supreme Court, which hears appeals from 
the Supreme and other Courts, consists of seven justices in the 
first department, and of five justices in each of the other depart- 
ments. In each department four shall constitute a quorum, and 
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the concurrence of three is necAaary to a decision. ■ No more 

than five justices may sit in any case. 

In the first department the court is held at the Borough of J?^^^^'*' 
Manhattan, City of New York ; in the second department, at the "'^^'J,"" '^. 
Borough of Brooklyn, said city ; in the third department, at the ment hold 
city of Albany ; in the fourth department, at the city of Rochester. 

From all the justices elected to the Supreme Court, the Gov- 
ernor designates those who constitute the Appellate Division in 
each department, and also designates the presiding justice there- 
of, who acts as such during his term of office, and must be a 
resident of the department. 

The other justices are designated for terms of five years, or the 
unexpired portions of their respective terms of office, if less than 
five years. 

A majority of the justices designated to sit in the Appellate 
Division in each department must be residents of the department 
No justice of the Appellate Division can exercise any of the S5"jS*t!M» i 
powers of a justice of the Supreme Court, other than those of nPS^"'f 
a justice out of court, and those pertaining.to the Appellate 
Division, or to the hearing and decision of motions submitted 
by consent of counsel.
